According to a. survey, juat 
completed by the county superinten- 
dent's office, forty states, the District 
of Columbia and nine foreign coun- 
tries ars represented by one thousand 
or more pupils (non-residents, tour- 
isfls) now enrolled in the 28 white 
schools of 
the county. To be ac- 


curate there are at present 972 (non- 
resident, tourist) children attending 
our schools and very few, it any, pay- 
ing tuition.

At that time the boards would not 
build a bridge and it was thought 
best to have the bridge instead of the 
ferry, but now that the boards see the 
light they feel that either the bridge 
will be built by the counties or it 
will remain as it is until the counties 
do build it.

fone she swats you," is the timely 
wanting being spread broadcast over 
Florida by the state board of health,

in a statement to the .public s*in- 


erally, earnestly advises them tbat 
"the mildness of the past two waters 
will show more malaria prevalent 
than if the state had witnessed a cold 
snap or two, and that the only way 
to combat this evil is to hunt out 
the malarial mosquito on or near your 
private premises and put this wan1 on 
destroyer of health hors de combat 
hy either spreading oil on the bresd- 
ing place, draining off stagnant water 
that has accumulated, stocking ponds 
with minnows, and last but not least 
flatten an* destroy all tin cans and 
receptacles that may hold water.' 


"Of course the average citizen is 


not expected to know the genus Ana- 
pheles of the mosquito breed from any 
other of its kind, but once you have 
calmly watched the marauder alight 
and witness the acrobatic stunt or 
standing on her head while filling your 
blood with malaria, you can never 
mistake her method of attack again, 
but after viewing said stunt, it is too 
late to avoid contagion, so don't wait 
until chills and fever force you to re-

mance Surrounds Picturesque

Vacation pilgrims traveling by au- 


tomobile or trolley or pursuing the 
less exlrll.irtuinc but more tranquil joy 
of exploring country highways and bj- 
ways on foot or diawn by gome faith- 
ful old Dobbin have singled out about 
everj structure or locality famous in 
song, story aiHlJiisto'y. Wayside inns, 
taverns, military headquarters, church- 
es and the birthplaces of celebrities 
have all come In for their share of 
worship. 


There is, however, one species of 


landmark which seems to have es- 
caped the special attention ef those 
interested in relics of our pious fore- 
fathers—the old manses of New Eng- 
land and the middle states. The rec- 
tory or parsoaage of today was known 
in the time of our ancestors by the 
old Scotch title of manse. 


At fii-bt thought it might seem that 


no more particular interest 
\\ould 


hover about these ancient manses than 
about any of the picturesque homes of 
an earlier century. Indeed it is not 
so much in outward appearance thai 
they are to be set apart, but because 
of an intangible atmosphere of sacred 
romance surrounding them—invisible 
"clouds of glory" trailing back to the 
da!.s when the uianse played a most 
important part in the life of the com- 
munity. 
Furthermore each of these 


old ministerial dwellings has a story 
all of its own. It was by accident 
I discovered this, and now whenever 
happy chance takes me to a new lo- 
cality the first place I hunt up is the 
manse.—Chicago Daily News. •

The lodestone is considered the most 


i wonderful stone in the world, but it 
is really not a stone at all, but rightly 
belongs to the mineral family. 
If 


it Is suspended by a silken thread or 
floated on mercury, or on a circular 


1 raft ID water, the same end of the 


stone will always point to the "Lode- 


| star," or North star; tkat fact Is 


where it got its name. 


The lodestone is a natural com- 


pass, such as the Viklugs of old used 
to make centuries before America was 
discovered. 
By rubbing a needle or 


thin steel bar o.n a lodestone it be- 
comes magnetized, and will float on 
water and always point to the north. 


The most powerful lodestones come 


from Sweden, and hunters tell stories 
of not being able to pick up their guns 
from the ground after laying them 
near lotlestones. 


Galileo's original lodestone, with 


fthich ho made so many experiments, 
v\ei;:li- only six ounces, jet it is 300 
jeaib old and holds as flimly now as 
it ever did. 
It ib exhibited in the 


Tribune de Galileo, Florence, Italy. 
The iron <\ eight at the bottom is made 
in the form of a sepulchre, probably 
suggested by the legend that Maho- 
met's coffin was* supported in midair 
by lodestoiies.
